If they (hypocrites), when they had been unjust to 
t he m selves, hud come to you (Muhammad M Jha) and 
begged Allah 1 s Forgiveness, and the Messenger ( ^1 

) had begged forgiveness for them: indeed, Ihey would have 
found Allah All-Forgiving (One Who forgives and accepts 
repentance) » Most Merciful. 

65. But no, by your Lord, they can have no Faith, unlil Ihey 
make you (O Muhammad A^j t ^ £ - ^ J**) judge in all disputes 
between them, and find in themselves no resistance against 
your decisions, and accept (them) with full submission. 

66. And if We had ordered them (saying), "Kill yourselves 
(i.e. Ihe innnocenl ones kill the guilty ones) or leave your 
homes," very few of them would have done it; but if they had 
done what they were told, it would have been better for them, 
and would have strengthened their (Faith); 

67. And indeed We should then have bestowed upon them a

Why have you ordained for us 
fighting? Would that you had granted us respite for a short 
period?** Say: "Short is the enjoyment of this world. The 
Hereafter is (far) better for him who fears Allah, and you shall 
not be dealt with unjustly even equal to a scalish thread in the 
long slit of a date-stone. 

78* "Wheresoever you may be, death will overtake you even 
if you are in fortresses built up strong and high!"

84. Then fight (O Muhammad fJ^j ^ J** ) in the Cause 
of Allah, you are not tasked (held responsible) except for 
yourself, and incite the believers (to fight along with you), it may 
he that Allah will restrain the evil might of the disbelievers* And 
Allah is Stronger in Might and Stronger in punishing.

La ffitha ilia Huwa (none has the right to be 
worshipped but He), Surely, He will gather you together on the 
Day of Resurrection, about which there is no doubt. And who is 
truer in statement than Allah? 

88, Then what h the matter with you that you are divided 
into two parties about the hypocrites? Allah has cast them back 
(to disbelief) because of what they have earned. Do you want to 
guide him whom Allah has made to go astray? And he whom 
Allah has made to go astray, you will never find for him any 
way (of guidance). 

89. They wish that you reject Faith, as they have rejected 
Faith, and thus that you all become equal (like one another). So 
take not Auliya' (protectors or friends) from Ihem, till they 
emigrate in the Way of Allah (to Muhammad W (j^**).

Had Allah willed* indeed He would have given them 
power over you, and they would have fought you, So if they 
wilhdraw from you, and fight not against you, and offer you 
peace* then Allah has opened no way for you against them* 

9 L You will find others that wish to have security from you 
and security from their people. Every time they are sent hack 
to temptation, they yield thereto. If they withdraw not from 
you, nor offer you peace, nor restrain their hands, take (hold 
of) (hem and kill them wherever you find them. In their case, 
We have provided you with a clear warrant against them, 

92* It is not for a believer to kill a believer except (that it he) 
by mistake; and whosoever kills a believer by mistake, fit is 
ordained that) lie must set free a believing slave and a 
compensation (h Loud-money, i.e. Diya} he given to the 
deceased's family unless they remit it* If the deceased belonged 
to a people at war with you and he was a believer, the freeing of 
a believing slave (is prescribed); and if he belonged to a people 
with whom you have a treaty of mutual alliance, compensation 
(blood-money, Le.

95. Not equal arc those of the believers who sit (at home), 
except those who are disabled (by injury or are blind or Lame), 
and those who strive hard and fight in the Cause of Allah with 
their wealth and (heir lives. Allah has preferred in grades those 
who strive hard and fight with their wealth and their lives to 
those who sit (at home). To each, Allah has promised good 
(Paradise), but Allah has preferred those who strive hard and 
fight, to those who sit (at home) by a huge reward. 

96. Degrees of (higher) grades from Him* and Forgiveness 
and Mercy. And Allah is Ever Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. 

97. Verily, as for those whom the angels take (in death) 
while they are wronging themselves (as they stayed among the 
disbelievers even though emigration was obligatory for them), 
they (angels) say (to the mi: "In what (condition) were you?" 
They reply; "We were weak and oppressed on the earth," They 
(angels) say: "Was no I the earth of Allah spacious enough for 
you to emigrate therein?" Such men will find their abode in 
Hell — What an evil destination! 11 ' 

98. Except the weak ones among men, women and children 
who cannot devise a plan, nor are they able to direct their way* 

99. These are they whom Allah is likely to forgive them, and 
Allah is Ever Off- Pardoning, Ofl -Forgiving. 

100. lie who emigrates (from his home) in the Cause of 
Allah, will find on earth many dwelling plaecs and plenty to 
live by. And whosoever leaves his home as an emigrant 1o Allah 
and His Messenger 4 ^ 6, ^ an d death overtakes him, 
his reward is then surely incumbenl upon Allah. And Allah is 
Ever Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful, 

101. And when you (Muslims) travel in the land, I here is no

1 12. And whoever earns a fault or a sin and then throws it 
on to someone innocent, he has indeed burdened himself with 
falsehood and a manifest sin. 

113. Had not the Grace of Allah and His Mercy been upon 
you (O Muhammad flmj ^ ^ Lf 1 * -3 ), a party of them would 
certainly have made a decision to mislead you, hut (in fact) they 
mislead none except their own selves , and no harm can they do 
to you in the least. Allah has sent down to you the Book (The 
Qur'Sn), and AI-Hikmah (Islamic laws, knowledge of legal and 
illegal things, i,e. the Prophet's Sunnah — legal ways), and 
taught you that which you knew not.

Paradise) to dwell therein forever. Allah's Promise is the 
Truth; and whose words can be truer than those of Allah? (Of 
course, none).

129* You will never be able to do perfect justice between 
wives even if it is your ardent desire, so do not incline too much 
(to one of them by giving her more of your time and provision) 
so as to leave (the other) hanging (Le. neither divorced nor 
married). And if you do justice, and do all that is right and fear 
Allah (by keeping away from all that is wrong), then Allah is 
Ever Oft -Forgiving. Most Merciful. 

130* But if they separate (by divorce), Allah will provide 
abundance for everyone of them from His Bounty. And Allah is 
Ever AJl-Sufticient for His creatures* need, All-Wise,

54. Indeed, your Lord is Allah, Who created the heavens 
and the earth in Six Days, and then He rose over {tetawa) the 
Throne (really in a manner that suits His Majesty), lie brings 
the night as a cover over Ihe day, seeking it rapidly, and (He 
created) the sun, the moon, the stars subjected to His 
Command, Surely, His is the Creation and Commandment 
Blessed is Allah, the Lord of the *AIamm (mankind, jinn and all 
that exists)! 

55. Invoke your Lord with humility and in secret. He likes 
not the aggressors, 

56. And do not do mischief on the earth, after jt has been set 
in order, and invoke Him with fear and hope. Surely, Allah's 
Mercy is (ever) near to the good-doers, 

57. And it is He Who sends the winds as heralds of glad 
tidings, going before His Mercy (rain). Till when they have 
carried heavy-laden clouds, We drive them to a land that is 
dead, then We cause water (rain) to descend thereon, Then We 
produce every kind of fruit therewith. Similarly, We shall raise 
up the dead, so that you may remember or take heed* 

58. The vegetation of a good land comes forth (easily) by Ihe 
Permission of its Lord; and that which is bad, brings forth 
nothing; but (a little) with difficulty. Thus do We explain 
variously the Ayat (proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, signs, 
revelations, etc*) for a people who give thanks, 

59. Indeed, We sent Nuh (Noah) to his people and he said: 
"O my people! Worship Allah! You have no other Hah (God) 
but Him. {La ilaha illallahi none has the right to be worshipped 
bul All fib). Certainly, I fear for you Ihe lorment of a Greal 
Hay!" 

60. The leaders of his people said: "Verily, we see you in 
plain error." 

61. | Nuh (Noah)) said: w O my people! There is no error in me, 
but I am a Messenger from the Lord of the *Alamin (mankind, 
jinn and all that exists)! 

62. "J convey to you the Messages of my Lord and give sincere 
advice to you* And I know from Allah what you know not. 
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63* "Do you wonder that there has come to yon a Reminder 
from your Lord through a man from amongst you, thai he may 
warn you, so that you may fear Allah and that von may receive 
(His) Mercy?" 

64. But they denied him, so Wt saved him and those along 
with him in the ship, and We drowned those who denied Our 
Ay lit (proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.). 
They were indeed a blind people. 

65. And to * Ad (people. We sent) Iheir brother Hud, He 
said: "O my people! Worship Allah! You have no other flak 
(God) but Him. (La il&ha illuliahx none has the right to be 
worshipped but Allah). Will you nut fear (Allah)?" 

66* The leaders of those who disbelieved among his people 
said: "Verily, we see you in foolishness, and verily, we Ihink 
you arc one of the liars." 

67. (Hild) said: "O my people! There is no foolishness in me, 
but T am a Messenger from the Lord of the 'Atamirt (mankind, 
jinn and all that exists)! 

68. "I convey 1o you the Messages of my Lord, and I am a 
trustworthy adviser (or well-wisher) for you, 

69. "Do you wonder that there has come to you a Reminder 
(and an advice) from your Lord through a man from amongst 
you to warn you? And remember that He made you successors 
after the people of Nuh (Noah) and increased you amply in 
stature, So remember the graces (bestowed upon you) from 
Allali so that you may be successful." 

70. They said: "Have you come to us that we should worship 
Allah Alone and forsake that which our fathers used to 
worship? So bring us Ihal wherewith you have threatened us if 
vou arc of the truthful," 

71* (Hud) said: "Torment and wrath have already fallen on 
you from your Lord. Dispute you with me over names which 
you have named — you and your fathers — with no authority 
from Allah? Then wait, I am with you among those who wail." 

72. So We saved him and those who were with him by a 
mercy from Us, and We cut the roots of those who denied Our 
Ay&l (proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.); 
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and they were not believers. 

73- And to Thamfid (people, We sent) their brother Salih. He 
laid: "Q my people! Worship Allah! You have no other Hah 
(God) but Him. (La ilaha iUaflahi none has I he right to be 
worshipped but Allah), Indeed there has come to you a clear sign 
(I he miracle of the coming out of a huge she-camel from I he 
midst of a rock) from your Lord, This she-camel of Allah is a 
sign to you; so you leave her to graze in Allah's earth, and touch 
her not with harm, lest a painful torment should seize you. 

74. And remember when He made vou successors after ( Ad 
(people) and gave you habitations in the land, you build for 
yourselves palaces in plains, and carve out homes in the 
mountains. So remember the graces (bestowed upon you) from 
Allah, and do not go aboul making mischief on Ihe earth." 

75. The leaders of those who were arrogant among his people 
said to those who were counted weak — to such of them as 
believed: "Know you that Sitlih is one sent from his Lord." They 
said: "We indeed believe in that with which he has been sent " 

76. Those who were arrogant said: "Verily, we disbelieve in 
that which you believe in." 

77. So they killed the she-camel and insolently defied the 
Commandment of their Lord, and said: "O Salih! Bring about 
your threats if you are indeed one of the Messengers (of 
Allah)." 

78. So the earthquake seized them, and they lay (dead), 
prosfrale in their homes. 

79. Then he [Salih] turned from Ihem, and said: "O my 
people! 1 have indeed conveyed to you the Message of my Lord, 
and have given you good advice hut you like not good advisers." 

80. And (remember) Lut (Lot), when he said to his people: 
"Do you commit the worst sin such as none preceding you has 
committed in the \Alamin (mankind and jinn)? 

81. "Verily, you practise your lusts on men instead of women. 
Nay, bul you are a people transgressing beyond bounds (by 
committing great sins)." 

82. And the answer of his people was only that they said; 
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"Drive them out of your l own, these are indeed men who want 
to be pure (from sins)!" 

83* Then We saved him and his family, except his wife; she 
was of those who remained behind (in the torment). 

84. And We rained down on them a rain (of stones). Then 
sec what was the end of the Mujrimun (criminals, polytheists 
and sinners). 

85. And to (the people of) Mad van (Midi an), (We sent) their 
brother Shu'aib* He said: "O my people! Worship Allah! Yon 
have no other Hah (Cod) hut Him. [La ilaha illaltah (none has 
the right to be worshipped but Alhlh)]," Verily, a clear proof 
(sign) from your Lord has come to you; so give full measure 
and full weight and wrong not men in their things, and do not 
do mischief on the earth after it has been set in order, that will 
he better for \ou, if vou are believers. 

86 + "And sit not on every road 1 threatening, and hindering 
from the Path of AMh those who believe in Him, and staking 
to make it crooked. And remember when you were but few, 
and He multiplied you. And sec what was the end of the 
Mufsidun (mischief-makers* corrupters, liars), 

87- "And if there is a party of you who believe in that with 
which I have been sent Mid a party who do nol believe, so be 
patient until Allah judges between us, and lie is the Best of 
judges.*

J— 
said, "You will be with the one whom you Jove.*' (Sahfh Al-BukMrt, Vol. 9, H&dith 
No. 267). 

D) Narrated Abu Dharr ^ ^-^j: Once I went to him (the Prophet r^-j & iJ-^) 
and he said, "By Allah in Whose Hand my life is (or probably said, "ESy AMh, except 
whom none has the right to be worshipped)" whoever had camels or cows or sheep 
and uid not pay their Zakat, those animals wiHl be brought on Ihe Day of Resurrection 
far bigger and fatter than before and they will tread him under their hooves, and! will 
butt him with their homs, and (those animals will come in circle): When the last docs 
Sis tWU the first will start again, anil this punishment witl go on tin Allah has linished 
die judgements amongst the people." {Sahtk Al-Bukhari, Vol. 2, Hadirk No. 539). 
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disbelieving people's (destruction)." 

94. And We sent no Prophet to any town (and they denied 
him), but Wt seized its people with suffering from extreme 
poverty (or loss in wealth) and loss of health (and calamities), 
so that they might humiliate themselves (and repent to Allah). 

95. Then We changed the evil for the good, unlit Ihey 
increased in number and in wealth, and said: "Our fathers 
were touched with evil (loss of he all h and calamities) and with 
good (prosperity)*" So We seized them all of a sudden while 
thev were unaware. 

96. And if (he people of the towns had believed and had Ihe 
T&qwa (piety), certainly, We should have opened for them 
blessings from the heaven and Ihe earth, but Ihey denied (Ihe 
Messengers). So W r e took them (with punishment) for what 
they used to earn (polytheism and crimes). 

97. Did the people of the I owns then feel secure against the 
coming of Our punishment by night while they were asleep? 

98. Or, did the people of the towns then feel secure against 
the coming of Our punishment in the forenoon while they were 
playing? 

99. Did they then feel secure against the Plan of Allah? None 
feels secure from the Plan of Allah except the people who are 
the losers* 

100. Is if not clear to those who inherit the earth in 
succession from its (previous) possessors, that had We willed, 
We would have punished them for their sins. And We seal up 
their hearts so thai they hear not? 

101.. Those were the towns whose story We relate to you (O 
Muhammad fJ—j 4^ ^1 y^)* And there came indeed to them 
their Messengers with clear proofs, but they were not to believe 
in that which Ihey had rejected before. Thus Allah does seal up 
the hearts of the disbelievers (from every kind of religious 
guidance). 

102. And most of them We found not true to their covenant, 
but most of them We found indeed Fasiqun (rebellious, 
disobedient to Allah). 
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103. Then after them We sent Musa (Moses) with Our Signs 
to Fir' aim (Pharaoh) and his chiefs, but they wrongfully 
rejected them, So see how was the end of the MufsidQft 
(mischief-makers, corrupters). 

104. And Musa (Moses) said: "O Fir*aun (Pharaoh)! Verily, 
I am a Messenger from the Lord of I he i Alamin (mankind, jinn 
and all that exists), 

105. "P roper it is for me that I say nothing concerning: Allah 
but the truth, Indeed I have come to you from your Lord with a 
clear proof. So let the Children of Israel depart along wilh me." 

106. [Fir^aun (Pharaoh)J said: "If you have come with a 
sign, show it forth, if you are one of those who tell Ihc truth." 

107. Then [Musa (Moses) J threw his stick and behold! it was 
a serpent, manifest! 

108. And he drew out his hand, and behold! it was white 
(with radiance) for the beholders. 

109. The chiefs of the people of Ftr'aun (Pharaoh) said: 
"This is indeed a wclkvcrsed sorcerer; 

1 10. "He wants lo get you ou1 of your land, so what do you 

advise?" 

1 1 1. They said: "Put him and his brother off (for a time), 
and send callers to the cities to collect — 

112. "That they bring to you all welt-versed sorcerers/' 

113. And so the sorcerers came to Fir L aun (Pharaoh). They 
said: "Indeed there will be a (good) reward for us if we arc the 
victors," 

114. lie said; "Yes, and moreover you will (in that case) be 
of the nearest (to me)." 

115. They said: "O Musa (Moses)! Either you throw (first), 
or shall we have the (first) Ihrow?" 

116. He [Mfis£ (Moses)] said: "Throw you (first)." So when 
they threw; they bewitched the eyes of the people, and struck 
terror into them, and they displayed a great magic* 

117. And We revealed to Musa (Moses) (saying): "Throw 
your stick," and behold! It swallowed up straight away all the 
falsehood which they showed. 
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1 IS* Thus truth was confirmed, and all that they did was 
made of no effect. 

1 19. $o they were defeated there and returned disgraced. 

120. And the sorcerers fell down prostrate. 

12K7hcy said; "We believe in the Lord of the 'Alamin 
(mankind , jinn and all that exists). 

122. "The Lord of MGsa (Moses) and Harun (Aaron)." 

123. Kir-aun (Pharaoh) said: "Y ou have believed in him 
[Musa* (Moses)] before I give you permission. Surely, this is a 
plot which you have plotted in the city to drive out its people, 
but vou shall come to know. 

124* "Surely, I will cut off your hands and your feet from 
opposite sides., then I will crucify you all." 

125* They said; "Verily, we are returning to our Lord, 

126* "And you take vengeance on us only because we 
believed in the Ay at (proofs, evidences. Its sons, signs, etc.) of 
our Lord when they reached us! Our Lord! pour out on us 
patience, and cause us to die as Muslims." 

127. The chiefs of Fir'aun's (Pharaoh) people said: "Will 
you leave Musa (Moses) and his people to spread mischief in 
the land, and to abandon you and your gods?" He said: "We 
will kill their sons, and let live their women, and we have 
indeed irresistible power over them." 

128. Musa (Moses) said to his people: "Seek help in AlliSh 
and be patient Verily, the earth is Allah's. He gives it as a 
heritage to whom He wills of His slaves; and the (blessed) end is 
for the Muttaqun (the pious — sec V.2:2).'* 

129. They said; "We (Children of Israel) had suffered 
troubles before you came to us, and since you have come to us." 
He said: w lt may he that your Lord will destroy your enemy

130. And indeed We punished the people of Fir*aun 
(Pharaoh) with years of drought and shortness of fruits (crops), 
that they might remember (take heed). 

131* But whenever good came to them, they said: "Ours is

con net ted with Musit (Moses) and those with him. Be 
informed! Verily, their evil omens arc with Allah but most of 
them know nol. 

132. They said [to Mush (Moses)]: "Whatever Ay at (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) you may 
bring to us, to work therewith your sorcery on us, we shall 
never believe in vou."

133. So We sent on them: the flood, the locusts. Ihe lice, the 
frogs, and the blood f as a succession of) manifest signs, yet they 
remained arrogant, and they were of those people who were 
Mifjrimun (criminals, polythci&ts, sinners). 

134. And when the punishment fell on them they said: "O 
Mus3 (Moses)! Invoke your Lord for us because of His Promise 
to you , If you remove the punishment from us, we indeed shall 
believe in you, and we shall let the Children of Israel go with 
you." 

135. But when We removed the punishment from thein to a 
fixed lerm, which I hey had to reach, behold! they broke their 
word! 

136* So We took retribution from them- We drowned them 
in the sea, because they denied Our Ayat (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) and were heedless about 
them. 

137. And W r e made the people who were considered weak to 
inherit the easier n parts of Ihe land and the western pads 
thereof which We have blessed. And the fair Word of your 
Lord was fulfilled for the Children of Israel, because of their 
endurance. And We destroyed completely all the great works 
and buildings which Fir'aun (Pharaoh) and his people erected. 

138, And We brought the Children of Israel (with safely) 
across the sea, and they cainc upon a people devoted to some of 
their idols fin worship). They said: "O Musa (Moses)! Make for 
us an i/aA' 11 (a god) as they have ah hah {gods).** He said: 
"Verily, you are a people who know not (the Majesty and 
Greatness of Alhlh and what is obligatory upon you, i.e. to

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worship none but Allah Alone, the One and the Only God of all 
thai exists)." 

139. [Musa (Moses) added*] "Verily, these people will be 
destroyed for that which they are engaged in (idols-worship).

140. He said: "Shall I seek for you an Huh (a god) other than 
Allah, while He has given you superiority over the i Alamm 
(mankind and jinn of your time)." 

141 + And (remember) when We rescued you from FEr'aun's 
(Pharaoh) people, who were afflicting you with the worst 
torment, killing your sons and letting your women live, And in 
thai was a great Irial from your Lord. 

142. And We appointed for Musa (Moses) thirty nights and 
added (to the period) ten (more), and he completed the term, 
appointed by his Lord, of forty nights. And Musi (Moses) said 
to his brother Harun (Aaron): "Replace me among my people, 
act in the Right Way (by ordering the people to obey Allah and 
to worship Him Alone) and follow nol the way of Ihe Mufsidun 
(mischief-makers).'' 

143, And when Musa (Moses) came at the time and place 
appointed by Us, and his Lord (Allah) spoke to him; he said: 
"G my Lord! Show me (Yourself), that I may look upon You."

145. And We wrote for him on the Tablets the lesson to be 
drawn from all things and the explanation for all things (and 
said): Hold to these with firmness, and enjoin your people to

And if 
they see the way of righteousness (monotheism, piety, and good 
deeds), they will not adopt it as the Way, but if they see the way 
of error (poly theism, crimes and evil deeds), they will adopt 
that way, that is because they have rejected Our Ay at (proofs, 
evidences, verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) and were 
heedless (to learn a lesson) from litem. 

147* Those who deny Our Ayat {proofs, evidences, verses. 
Lessons, signs, revelations, etc.) and the Meeting in the Hereafter 
(Day of Resurrection,), vain are their deeds* Are I hey requited 
with anything except what they used to do? 

148. And the people of M us a (Moses) made in his absence, 
out of their ornaments, the image of a calf (for worship). It had 
a sound (as if it was mooing). Did they not sec that it could 
neilher speak to Ihem nor guide them to the way? They look it 
(for worship) and they were ZaUmun (wrong-doers), 

149. And when they regretted and saw that they had gone 
astray, they (repented and) said: "If our Lord have not mercy 
upon us and forgive us, we shall certainly be of the losers/' 

150. And when Musa (Moses) returned to his people, angry 
and grieved, he said: "What an evil thing is that which you 
have done (i.e. worshipping the calf) during my absence. Did 
you hasten and go ahead as regards the mailer of your Lord 
(yon left His worship)?" And he threw down the Tablets and 
seized his brother by (the hair of) his head and dragged him 
towards him* IJJarun (Aaron) J said; "O son of my mother! 
Indeed the people judged me weak and were about to kill me, 
so make not the enemies rejoice over me, nor put me amongst 
the people who are Zalimun (wrong-doers)." 

151. Musa* (Moses) said: "O my Lord! Forgive me and my 
brother, and admit us into Your Mercy, for you are the Most 
Merciful of those who show mercy.' 
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152. Certainly, those who took the calf (for worship), wrath 
from their Lord and humiliation will come upon them in the life 
of this world. Thus do We recompense Ihose who invent lies. 

153. But those who committed evil deeds and then repented 
afterwards and believed, verily, your Lord after (all) that is 
indeed Oft- Forgiving, Most Merciful. 

154. And when the anger of Musa (Moses) was calmed down, 
he took up the Tablets; and in their inscription was guidance and 
mercy for those who fear their Lord. 

155* And Musa (Moses) chose out of his people seventy (of 
the best) men for Our appointed time and place of meeting,, and 
when they were seized with a violent earthquake, he said: "O 
my Lord, if it had been Your Will, You could have destroyed 
them and me before; would You destroy us for the deeds of the 
foolish ones among us? It is only Your Trial by which You lead 
astray whom You will, and keep guided whom You will. You 
are our Walt (Protector), so forgive us and have Mercy on us: 
for You are the Best of those who forgive. 

156*" And ordain for us good in this world, and in the 
Hereafter.

36* Verily, the number of months with Allah is twelve 
months (in a year), so was it ordained by Alla"h on the Day when 
He created the heavens and the earth; of them four are Sacred 
(i.e+ the 1st, the 7th, the 11th and the 12th months of the Islamic 
calendar). Thai is the right religion, so wrong not yourselves 
therein, and fight against the Mmhrikfm (polytheists, pagans, 
idolaters, disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah) collectively as 
they fight against you collectively.

Prophet amongst the Prophets carried out a holy military expedition, so he said to his 
followers, ' Anyone who has marked a woman, arid wants lo consummate the 
marriage, and has not. done so yce, should not. accompany nic: nor should a man who 
has built a house but has not completed its roof; nor a man who has sheep or she- 
camels and is waiting far the birth of their young ones.' So, the Prophet carried oat 
die expedition and when he reached that town at the time or nearly at the time of the 
'Asr prayer, he said to the son, l O sun! You arc under Allah's Order and I am under 
Allah's Order. 0 Allah! Scop it (i.e. die sun) from setting.' It was stopped till Allah 
made him victorious. Then he coflcetcd the booty and the fire came to bum it, but it 
did not bum it*. He said (to his men), 'Some of you have stolen something from the 
booty.

Then they brought a head of gotd like the head 
of a cow and put it (here, and the fire came and consumed the booty. The Prophet

33. Thus is the Word of your Lord jus tilled against those 
who rebel (disobey Allah) that they will not believe {in the 
Oneness of Allah and in Muhammad ^ *&l J** as the 
Messenger of Allah). 

34. Say: "Is there of your (Allah's so-called) partners one 
that originates the creation and then repeats it?"

36. And most of them follow nothing but conjecture. 
Certainly, conjecture can be of no avail against the truth.

37. And this Qur'an is not such as could ever be produced 
by other than Allah (Lord of the heavens and the earth), but it 
is a confirmation of (Ihe revelation) 1 11 which was before it [Le. 
the Taurat (To rah), and the liijecl (Gospel)], and a full 
explanation of the Book (i.e. the laws decreed for mankind) — 
wherein there is no doubt — from the Lord of the 'Alamtn 
(mankind, jinn, and all that exists). 

3S. Or do they say: "He (Muhammad fl^j V* 1 jj**) has 
forged it?" Say: "Bring then a Surah (chapter) like it, and call 
upon whomsoever you can besides Allah, if you are truthful!" 

39. Nay, they have denied the knowledge whereof they could 
not comprehend and what has not yet been fulfilled (i.e. their 
punishment). Thus those before them did deny* Then see what

41. And if they deny you, say: "For me are my deeds and for 
you are your deeds! You are innocent of what I do, and I am 
innocent of what you do!" 

42. And among them are some who listen to yon, but can 
you make the deaf to hear — even though I hey apprehend not? 

43. And among them arc some who look at you, but can you 
guide the blind — even though they see not? 

44. Truly! Allah wrongs not mankind in aught; but mankind 
wrong themselves. 

45. And on the Day when He shall gather (resurrect) them 
together, (it will be) as if they had not stayed (in the life of this 
world and graves) bul an hour of a day. They will recognise 
each other. Ruined indeed will he those who denied the 
Meeting with Allah and were not guided. 

46. Whether We show you (in your lifetime, O Muhammad 
fA*U ip* - ) some of what We promise them (the torment), 
or We cause you to die — still 1o Us is their return, and 
morcuvcr, Allah is Witness over what they used to do, 

47. And for every Ummah (a community or a nation) there is 
a Messenger; when their Messenger comes, the matter will he 
judged between them with justice, and they wiJl not be 
wronged. 

48 + And they say; "When will be this promise (the torment 
or the Day of Resurrection), if you speak the Irulh?" 

49. Say (O Muhammad fluj 'M* ij*^)'- "I have no power 
over any harm or profit to myself except what Allah may will. 
For every Ummah (a community or a nation), there is a term 
appointed; when their term comes, neither can they delay it 
nor can they advance it an hour (or a moment)." {Tufsir 
Al-Qurtubi). 

50. Say: "Tell me, if His torment should come to you by 
night or by day, which portion thereof would the Mujrimun 
(disbelievers, polytheists, sinners, criminals) hasten on T 
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5 Lis it then that when it has actually befallen, you will 
believe in it? What! Now (you believe)? And you used 
(aforetime) to hasten it an!" 

52. Then it will be said to them who wronged themselves: 
'Taste you the everlasting torment! Are you recompensed 
(aught) save what you used I o earn?" 

53. And they ask you (O Muhammad V* * tj**) to 
inform (hem (saying): "Is it true (Le. the torment and the 
establishment of the Hour — the Day of Resurrection)'?" Say; 
"Yes! By my Lord! It is the very truth! and you cannol escape il!" 

54* And if every person who had wronged (by disbelieving in 
Allah and by worshipping others besides Allah) possessed all 
that is on the earth and sought to ransom himself therewith (it 
will not be accepted), and they would feel in their hearts regret 
when they see the torment, and they wilt be judged with justice, 
and no wrong will be done 1o litem. '" 

55* No doubt, surely, all that is in the heavens and the earth 
belongs to Allah. No doubt , surely. Allah's Promise is Iruc. But 
most of them know not. 

56. It is He Who gives life, and causes death, and to Him you 
(all) shall return. 

57. O mankind! There has come to you a good advice from 
your Lord (Le* the Qur'an, enjoining all that is good and 
forbidding ail that is evil), and a healing for that (disease of 
ignorance, doubt, hypocrisy and differences) which is in your 
breasts, — a guidance and a mercy (explaining lawful and 
unlawful things) for the believers. 

58* Say: "In the Bounty of AMh, and in His Mercy (Le. 
Islam and the Qui ' an): — therein let them rejoice." That is 
better than what (the wealth) they amass. 

59* Say (O Muhammad pWj ^ J** to these polyth cists): 
"Tell me, what provision Allah has sent down to you! And you 
have made of it lawful and unlawful." Say (O Muhammad 
{Lmj My, "Has Allah permitted you (to do so), or do yon 
invent a lie against Allilh?"

61. Neither you (O Muhammad fJ**j ^ &\ do any deed 
nor recite any portion of the Qur'iuu — nor you (mankind) do 
any deed (good or evil) but We are Witness thereof, when you 
are doing it And nothing is hidden from your Lord (so much 
as) the weight of an atom (or small ant) on the earth or in the 
heaven. Not what is Less than that or what is greater than that 
but is (written) in a Clear Record. (Tafstr At-Tahart). 

62. No doubt! Verily, the Auliya* of Allah [i*e. those who 

believe in the Oneness of AMh and fear Allali much (abstain 

from all kinds of sins and evil deeds which he has forbidden}, 

and love All&h much (perform all kinds of good deeds which 

He has ordained)], no fear shall come upon them nor shall they 
fi] 

grieve. J 

63. Those who believed (in the Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism), and used to fear Allah much (by abstaining from 
evil deeds and sins and by doing righteous deeds), 

64. For them are glad tidings, in the life of the present 
world 131 (i.e. through a righteous dream seen by the person 
himself or shown to others), and in the Hereafter. No change 
can there be in the Words of Allah* This is indeed the supreme 
success.

70. (A brief) enjoyment in this world! and then to Us will be 
their return, then We shall make them taste the severest 
torment because they used to disbelieve fin Allah, deny His 
Messengers, deny and challenge His Ayai (proofs, signs, verses, 
ctc*))« 

71. And recite to them the news of Nuh (Noah), When he 
said to his people: "G my people, if my stay (with you), and my 
reminding (you) of the Ayat (proofs, evidences, verses, lessons, 
signs, revelations, etc.) of Allah is hard for you, then I put my 
trust in Allah.

deeds will be given to hint]. As for the others or the disbelievers, it. wilt he announced 
publicly before the witnesses; "These arc ones who lied against their Lord/ 11 (Sahih 
At-Buktuiri, Vol. 6, &<*t?tk No .7 07).

It also means, a secret counsel or conference or consultation. 
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19* Those who hinder (others) from the Path of Allah 
(Islamic Monotheism), and seek a crookedness therein, while 
thcv are disbelievers in the Hereafter, 

20. By no means will they escape (from Allah's Torment) or 
earth, nor have they protestors besides Allah! Their torment 
will be doubled! They could not bear to hear (the preachers of 
the truth) and they used not to see (the truth because of their 
severe aversion, in spile of the fact that they had Ihe sense of 
hearing and sight). 

21. They are those who have lost their ownselves, and their 
invented false deities will vanish from them.

27. The chiefs who disbelieved among his people said: "We 
sec vou but a man like ourselves, nor do we see anv follow vou 
but the meanest among us and they (too) followed you without 
thinking. And we do not sec in you any merit above us, in fact, 
we think you are liars,' 1 

28. He said: "O my people! Tell me, if I have a clear proof 
from my Lord, and a Mercy (Prophethood) has come to me 
from Him, but that (Mercy) has been obscured from your sight. 
Shall we compel you to accept it (Islamic Monotheism.) when 
you have a strong hatred for it? 

29* "And O my people! I ask of you no wealth for it, my 
reward is from none but Allah. I am not going to drive away 
those who have believed* Surely, they are going to meet their 
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Lord, but I see that you are a people that are ignorant, 

30. "And O my people! Who will help me against Allah, if I 
drove them away? Will you not then give a thought?

33. He said: "Only Allah will bring it (Ihe punish menl) on 
you, if He wills, and then you will escape not 

34. "And my advice will not profit you, even if I wish to give 
you good counsel, if Allah's Will is to keep you astray. He is 
your Lord! and to Him you shall return*" 

35. Or they (the pagans of Makkah) say: "He (Muhammad 
fluj ill JJfy has fabricated it (the Qu/an)/' Say: "If I have 
fabricated il ? upon me be my crimes, but I am innocent of (all) 
those crimes which you commit." 

36. And it was revealed to Nuh (Noah): "None of your 
people will believe except those who have believed already. So 
be not sad because of what they used to do. 

37. "And construct the ship under Our Eves and with Our 
Revelation, and call not upon Me on behalf of those who did 
wrong; they are surely to be drowned." 

38. And as he was constructing the ship, whenever the chiefs 
of his people passed by him, they mocked! at him. He said: "If 
you mock at us, so do we mock al you Likewise for your

39. "And you will know who it is on whom will come a 
torment that will cover him with disgrace and on whom will 
fall a Lasting torment." 

40. (So it was) till when Our Command came and Ihe oven 
gushed forth (water like fountains from the earth)* We said:

5* He (the father) said: "O my son! Relate not your vision to 
your brothers, lest they should arrange a plot against you. 
Verily, ShaMn (Satan) is to man an open enemy! 

6* "Thus will your Lord choose you and teach you the 
interpretation of dreams (and other things) and perfect His 
Favour on you and on the offspring of Ya'qub (Jacob), as He 
perfected it on your fathers, Ibrahim (Abraham) and Ish5q 
(Isaac) aforetime! Verily, your Lord is All-Knowing, All-Wise." 

?♦ Verily, in Yusuf (Joseph) and his brethren, there were 
Ayat (proofs, evidences, lessons, signs, etc.) for those who ask* 

8. When Ihey said: "Truly, Yusuf (Joseph) and his brother 
(Benjamin) arc dearer to our father than we, while we are a 
strong group. Really, our father is in a plain error* 

9. "Kill Yusuf (Joseph) or east him out to some (other) land, 
so that the favour of your father may be given to you alone, and 
after lhal you will be a righteous folk (by intending repentance 
before committing the sin)/* 

10. One from among them said: "Kill not Yusuf (Joseph), 
but if you must do something, throw him down to the bottom of 
a well; he will he picked up by some caravan of travellers." 

1L They said; rt G our father! Why do you not trust us with 
Yusuf (Joseph) though we are indeed his well-wishers?" 

12. "Send him wilh us tomorrow to enjoy himself and play, 
and verily, we will take care of him/* 

13. He |Ya*qub (Jaeob)| said: "Truly, it saddens me that you 
should take him away. I fear lest a wolf should devour him, 
while you arc careless of him." 

14. They said; "If a wolf devours him, while we arc a strong 
group (to guard him), then surely, we are the losers," 

15. So, when thev took him awav and thev all agreed to throw 
him down to the bottom of the well, (they did so) and We 
revealed to him: "Indeed, you shall (one day) inform them of this 
their affair, when they know (you) not." 
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16* And they came to their father in the early part of the 
night weeping. 

17. They said:"0 our father! We went racing with one 
another, and left Yusuf (Joseph) by our be! ringings and a wolf 
devoured him; but you will never believe us even when we 
speak the trulh." 

18. And they brought his shirt stained with false blood. He 
said; "Nay, but your own selves have made up a tale* So (for 
me} patience is most fitting. And it is Allah (Alone) Whose help 
can be sought again si that (lie) which you describe." 

19* And there came a caravan of travellers and thev sent 

w 

their water-drawer, and he let down his bucket (into the well). 
He said: "What good news! Here is a boy." So they hid him as 
merchandise (a slave). And Allah was All-Knower of what they 
did. 

20. And they sold him for a low price, — for a few Dirhams 
(Le. for a few silver coins). And they were of those who 
regarded him insignificant 

21. And he (the man) from Egypt who bought him, said to 
his wife: "Make his stay comfortable, may be he will profit us 
or we shall adopt him as a son." Thus did We cstahlish Yusuf 
(Joseph) in the land, that We might teach him the 
interpretation of events. And Allah has full power and control 
over His Affairs, but most of men know not. 

22. And when he (Yusuf (Joseph)] attained his full manhood, 
We gave him wisdom and knowledge (the Prophetbood); thus 
We reward the Muhsinun (doers of good — see the footnote of 
V.9:12fl). 

23. And she, in whose house he was, sought to seduce him (to 
do an evil act), and she closed the doors and said: "Come on, O 
you." He said: **I seek refuge in Allah (or Allah forbid)! Truly, 
he (your husband) is my master! Uc made my living in a great 
comfort! (So I will never betray him). Verily, the ZMim&n 
(wrong and evil-doers) will never be successful." 

24. And indeed she did desire him, and he would have inclined 
to her desire, had he not seen the evidence of his Lord. Thus it 
was, that We might turn away from him evil and illegal sexual 
intercourse. Surely, he was one of Our chosen (guided) slaves. 
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25. So they raced with one another to the door, and she tore 
his shirt: from the back, They both found her lord (i.e. her 
husband) at the door. She said; "What is the recompense 
(punishment) for him who intended an evil design again si your 
wife, except that he be put in prison or a painful torment?" 

26* He (Yusuf (Joseph)] said: "It was she that sought to 
seduce me;" and a witness of her household bore witness 
(saying): "If it be that his shirt is torn from the front, then her 
tale is true and he is a liar! 

27. "But if it be that his shirt is torn from Ihe back, Ihen she 
has told a He and he is speaking the truth! 11 

28* So, when he (her husband) saw his [(Yustifs (Joseph)] 
shirt torn al (he buck, he (her husband) said: " Surely t if is a 
plat of you women! Certainly mighty is your plot! 

29* "O Yflsuf (Joseph)! Turn away from this! (O woman!) 
Ask forgiveness for your sin. Verily, you were of the sinful, 11 

30* And women in the city said: **The wife of Ai-*Azrz is 
seeking to seduce her (slave) young man, indeed she loves him 
violently; verily, we sec her in plain error." 

3L So when she heard of their accusation, she sent for them 
and prepared a banquet for them; she gave each one of them a 
knife (to cut the foodstuff with), and she said [(to Yusuf 
(Joseph)j: "Come out before them." Then, when they saw him, 
they exalted him (at his beauty) and (in their astonishment) cut 
their hands* They said: "How perfect is Allah (or Allah forbid)! 
No man is this! This is none other than a noble angel!" 

32. She said: "This is he (the young man) about whom you 
did blame me, and I did seek to seduce him, hut he refused. 
And now if he refuses to obey my order, he shall certainly be 
east into prison, and will be one of those who arc disgraced." 

33* He said:"0 my Lord! Prison is dearer to me than that to 
which they invite me. Unless You turn away their plot from me, 
I will feel inclined towards them and be one (of those who 
commit sin and deserve blame or those who do deeds) of the 
ignorant." 

34. So his l>ord answered his invocations and turned away 
from him their plot. Verily, He is the All-Hearer, the All-Knower. 
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35* Then it occurred to them, after they had seen the proofs 
(of his innocence), to imprison him for a time. 

36. And Ihcre entered with him two young men in the 
prison. One of them said: "Verily, I saw myself (in a dream) 
pressing wine*" The other said: iC Verily, I saw myself (in a 
dream) carrying bread on my head and birds were caring 
thereof/' (They said): "Inform us of the interpretation of this. 
Verily, we think you arc one of Ihc Muhs 'mun {doers of good)," 

37. He said: "No food will come to you (in wakefulness or in 
dream) as your provision, hut I will inform (in wakefulness) its 
interpretation before if (the food) comes. This is of that which 
my Lord has taught me. Verily, I have abandoned the religion 
of a people that believe not in Allah and are disbelievers in the 
Hereafter (i.e. the Kan'anyyiin of Egypt who were polythcists 
and used to worship the sun and other false deities)* 

38. "And I have followed the religion of my fathers,' 1 ' — 
Ibrahim (Abraham), Ishaq (Isaac) and Ya'quh (Jacob) f ff^* 
i»2kJlj t and never could we attribute any partners whatsoever 

to Allah. This is from the Grace of Allah to us and to mankind, 
but most men thank not (i + e + they neither believe in Allah, nor 
worship Him). 

39. "O two companions of the prison! Are many different 
lords (gods) better or Allah, the One s the Irresistible? 

40. "You do not worship besides Him hut only names which 
yon have named (forged) — you and your fathers — for which 
Allah has sent down no authority. The command (or the 
judgement) is for none but Allah. He has commanded that you 
worship none but Him (i.e. His Monotheism); that is the (true) 
straight religion, but most men know not, 

41 ♦ "O two companions of the prison! As for one of you, he 
(as a servant) will pour out wine for his lord (king or master) to 
drink; and as for the other, he will he crucified and birds will 
eat from his head. Thus is the case judged concerning which 
you both did inquire." 

42. And he said to the one whom he knew to be saved: 
"Mention me to your lord (i.e. your king, so as to get me out of

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the prison}*" But the Shaitan (Satan) made him forget to 
mention it to his lord [or Satart made Yusuf (Joseph) to forget 
the remembrance of his Lord (Allah) as to ask for His Help?

(more) years. 

43. And the king (of Egypt) said; "Verity, J saw (in a dream) 
seven fat cows, whom seven lean ernes were devouring, and seven 
green ears of corn, and (seven) others dry. O notables! Explain 
to me my dream, if il be that you can interpret dreams," 

44. They said: "Mixed up false dreams and we are not 
skilled in the interpretation of dreams." 

45. Then the man who was released (one of the two who 
were in prison), now at length remembered and said: "I will tell 
you its interpretation, so send me forth." 

46. (He said): "O Yusuf (Joseph), the man of truth! Explain 
to us (the dream) of seven fat cows whom seven lean ones were 
devouring, and of seven green ears of corn, and (seven) others 
dry, that 1 may return to the people, and that they may know." 

47. [(Yusuf (Joseph)) said: "For seven consecutive years., you 
shall sow as usual and that (the harvest) which you reap you 
shall leave it in the ears, (all) except a little of it which you may 
eat. 

48* "Then will come alter that, seven hard (years), which 
will devour what you have laid by in advance for them, (all) 
except a little of that which you have guarded (stored). 

49, "Then thereafter will come a year in which people will 
have abundant rain and in which they will press (wine and oil). 11 

5Q* And the king said: "Bring him to me*" But when the 
messenger came to him, [Yusuf (Joseph) | said; "Return to your 
Lord and ask him, 'What happened to the women who cut their 
hands? Surely, my Lord (Allah) is All-Knower of their plot. 1 " 

5h (The King) said (to the women): "What was your affair 
when you did seek to seduce Yfisuf (Joseph)? 11 The women 
said: "Allah forbid!

S5 + | Yusuf {Joseph)] said: "Set me over the store-houses of 
the land; I will indeed guard them with full knowledge" (as a 
minister of finance in Egypt), 

56* Thus did We give full authority to Yusuf (Joseph) in the 
land, to take possession therein, when or where he likes. We 
bestow of Our Mercy on, whom We will, and We make not tn be 
lost the reward of Al-Muhsin&n (the good-doers — See 
V.2:112). 

57* And verily, the reward of the Hereafter is better tor 
those who believe and used to fear Allah and keep their duty to 
Him (by abstaining from all kinds of sins and evil deeds and by 
performing all kinds of righteous good deeds).

Verily, in this arc clear Ayat (proofs and signs) 
for a people who believe (in the Oneness of Allah). 

80. And Alllh has made for you in your homes an abode, 
and made for you out of the hides of the cattle (tents fur) 
dwelling, which you find so light (and handy) when you travel 
and when you slay (in your travels); and of their wool, fur, and 
hair (sheep wool, camel fur, and goat hair), furnishings and 
articles of convenience (e*g* carpets, blankets), comfort for a 
while. 

81. And Allah has made for you out of that which He has 
created shades* and has made tor you places of refuge in the 
mountains, and has made for you garments to protect you from 
the heat (and cold), and coats of mail to protect you from your 
(mutual) violence. Thus does lie perfect His Favour to you, that 
you may submit yourselves to His Will (in Islam). 

82. Then, if (hey turn away, your duty (O Muhammad AijiLd 

is only to convey (the Message) in a clear way. 

83. They recognise the Grace of Allah, yet they deny it (by 
worshipping others besides Allah) and most of them are 
disbelievers (deny the Prop hel hood of Muhammad 4Je M^La 

K4. And (remember) the Day when Wc shall raise up from 
each nation a witness (their Messenger), then, those who 
disbelieved will not be given leave (to put forward excuses), nor 
will they be allowed (to return to the world) to repent and ask for 
A Hah* s Forgiveness (of their sins). 

85. And when those who did wrong (the disbelievers) will see 
the torment, then it will not be lightened to them, nor will they 
be given respite* 

86, And when those who associated partners with Allah see 
Iheir (Allah's, so-called) partners, they will say: "Our Lord! 
These are our partners whom we used to invoke besides you." 
But they will throw back their word at them (and say): 
"Surely! You indeed are liars!" 
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87. And they will offer (their full) submission to Allah 
(Alone) on thai Day, and their invented false deities [all that 
they used to invoke besides Allah, c-g- idols, saints, priests, 
monks, angels, jinn, Jibril (Gabriel), Messengers] will vanish 
from them. 

88* Those who disbelieved and hinder (men) from the Path 
of Allah y for them We will add torment to the torment because 
they used to spread corruption (by disobeying Allah 
themselves,, as well as ordering others (mankind) to do so]. 

89. And (remember) the Day when We shall raise up from 
every nation a witness against them from amongst themselves. 
And We shall bring you (O Muhammad pWj*-^ ^ ) as a 
witness against these. And We have sent down to you the Book 
(the Qur*an) as an exposition of everything, a guidance, a 
mercy, and glad tidings for those who have submitted 
themselves (to Allah as Muslims). 

9Q. Verily, Allah enjoins Al-'Adi (i.e. justice and worshipping 
none but Allah Alone — Islamic Monotheism) and Ai-Iksdn [i.e. 
to be patient in performing your duties to Allah, totally for 
Allah's sake and in accordance with the Surtnah (legal ways) of 
the Prophet d ^ M J** in a perfect manncr|, and giving 
(help) to kith and kin 10 (i.e. all that Allah has ordered you to give 
them e.g., wealth, visiting, looking after them, or any other kind 
of help), and forbids Al~Fuhska y (Le all evil deeds, e.g. illegal 
sexual acts, disobedience of parents, polytheism, to tell Lies, to 
give false witness, to kill a life without right), and Al-Munkat (i.e 
all that is prohibited by Islamic law: polytheism of every kind, 
disbelief and every kind of evil deeds), and Al-Baghy (Le, all 
kinds of oppression). He admonishes you, thai you may take 
heed. 

91. And fulfil the Covenant of Allah (Bat 'ah: pledge for 
Islam) when you have covenanted, and break not the oaths 
after you have confirmed them — and indeed you have 
appointed Allah your surety. Verily, Allah knows what you do. 



(V.16:9Q) Regret of kinship.: First of all, your parents, then your offspring, then 
your brolhciE. and sisters, then your palcnial uncles and aunts, (from your father's 
side), then your maternal tingles and aunts (Brum your uioilber's side), and then other 
relatives. 
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92. And be not like her who undoes the thread which she has 
spun, after it has become strong, by taking your oaths as a 
means of deceplion among your selves, lest a nation should be 
more numerous than another nation, Allah only tests you by 
this [i.e who obeys Allah and fulfils Allah's Covenant and who 
disobeys Allah and breaks Allah's Covenant].

— while he (or she) is a true believer (of Islamic Monotheism) 
verily, to him We will give a good life (in this world with 
respect, contentment and lawful provision), and We shall pay 
them certainly a reward in proportion to the best of what they 
used to do (i.e. Paradise in Ihe Hereafler).

6. Perhaps, you, would kill yourself (O Muhammad ^ L ^ji-a 
pkij Ajby in grief, over their footsteps (for their turning away 
from you), because they believe not in this narration (the 
Qur'an}* 

7. Verily, We have made that which is on earth as an 
adornment for it, in order that We may test them (mankind) as 
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to which of them are best in deeds. [Le* those who do good 
died* in the most perfect manner, thai means to do them 
(deeds) totally for Allah's sake and in accordance to the legal 
ways of the Prophet an" y^]. 

8 + And verily, We shall make all that is on it (the earth) a 
hare dry soil (without any vegetation or trees.}. 

9. Do you think that the people of the Cave and the 
Inscription (the news or the names of the people of the Cave) 
were a wonder among Our Signs? 

10. (Remember) when the young men fled for refuge (from 
their disbelieving folk) to the Cave. They said: "Our Lord! 
Bestow on us mercy from Yourself, and facilitate for us our 
affair in the right way!" 

1L Therefore, We covered up their (sense of) hearing 
(causing them to go in deep sleep) in the Cave for a number of 
years* 

12* Then We raised them up (from their sleep), that We 
might test which of the two parties was best at calculating the 
time period that they had tarried, 

13* We narrate to you (O Muhammad f^j ^ &\ jj**} their 
story with truth: Truly, they were young men who believed in 
their Lord (Allah), and We increased them in guidance, 

14* And We made their hearts firm and strong (with the 
Light of Faith in Allah and bestowed upon them patience to 
bear the separation of their kith and kin and dwellings.) when 
they stood up and said: "Our Lord is the Lord of the heavens 
and the earth, never shall we call upon any Huh (god) other 
than Ijim; if we did, we should indeed have uttered an 
enormity in disbelief. 

15* "These our people have taken for worship dlihah (gods) 
other than Him (Allah). Why do they not bring for them a clear 
authority? And who does more wrong than he who invents a Lie 
against Allah, 

Uk (The young men said to one another): "And when you 
withdraw from (hem, and that which they worship, exeepl Allah, 
then seek refuge in the Cave; your Lord will open a way for you 
from His Mercy and will make easy for you your affair (i.e. will 
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give you whal you will need of provision and dwelling)." 

17, And you might have seen the sun, when it rose, declining 
to the right from their Cave, and when it set, turning away 
from them to the left, while they lay in the midst of the Cave. 
That is (one) of the Ayat (proofs, evidences, signs) of Allah. He 
whom Allah guides, he is the rightly guided; but he whom He 
sends astray, for him you will find no Wall (guiding friend) to 
lead him (to the right Path). 

18. And you would have thought them awake, whereas they 
were asleep* And We turned them on their right and on their 
left sides, and their dog stretching forth his two forelegs at the 
entrance (of the Cave or in the space near to the entrance of the 
Cave (as a guard at the gate)]. Had you looked at them, you 
would certainly have turned back from them in flight, and 
would certainly have been filled with awe of 1 hem. 

19". Likewise, We awakened them (from their long deep 
sleep) that they might question one another. A speaker from 
among them said: £ *How long have you stayed {here)?" They 
said: "We have stayed (perhaps) a day or part of a day*" They 
said: "Your Lord (Alone) knows best how long you have sluyed 
(here)* So send one of you with this silver coin of yours to the 
town, and let him find out which is the good lawful food* and 
bring some of that to you. And let him he earefui and let no 
man know of vou. 

2 ft. "For, if they come to know of you, they will stone you (to 
death or abuse and harm von) or turn vou hack to their 
religion; and in that case you will never he successful." 

21. And thus We made their case known (to the people), that 
they might know thai the Promise of Allah is true, and that 
there can he no doubt about the Hour, (Remember) when they 
(the people of the city) disputed among themselves about their 
case, they said: "Construct a building over them; their Lord 
knows best about them; " (then) those who won their point said 
(most probably the disbelievers): "We verily shall build a place 
of worship over them," 

22. (Some) say they were three, the dog being the fourth 
among them; and (others) say they were five, the dog being the 
sixth. — guessing at Ihe unseen; (yel others) say they were 
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seven, and the dog being the eighth. Say (O Muhammad Jl* 
jtl«j "My Lord knows best their number; none knows, 
them hut a few/' So debate not (about their number) except 
wilh the clear proof (which We have revealed to you). And 
consult not any of them (people of the Scripture — Jews and 
Christians) about (the affair of) the people of the Cave. 

23. And never say of anything. "I shall do such and such 
thing tomorrow,* 

24. Except (with the saying), "If Allah wills!" And 
remember your Lord when you forget and say: "It may be that 
my Lord guides me to a nearer way of truth than this." 

25. And they stayed in their Cave three hundred (solar) 
years, adding nine (for lunar years). (Tafair Ai-Qurtubt) 

26. Say: "Allah knows best how long thev staved, With Mini 
is (the knowledge of) the Unseen of the heavens and the earth. 
How clearly He sees, and hears (everything)! They have no 
Wait (Helper! Disposer of affairs, Protector) other than Him, 
and He makes none to share in His Decision and His Rule." 

27. And recite what has been revealed to you (O 
Muhammad fk»j ^ *W ^**) of the Book (the Qur'Sn) of your 
Lord (i.e. recite it, understand and follow its teachings and act 
on its orders and preach it to men). None can change His 
Words, and none will you find as a refuge olher than Him. 

2N. And keep yourself (O Muhammad pi"* $\ J**} 
patiently with those who call on their Lord (i.e. your 
companions who remember their Lord with glorification, 
praising in prayers, and other righteous deeds) morning and 
afternoon, seeking His Face; and let not your eyes overlook 
them, desiring the pomp and glitter of the life of the world; and 
obey not him whose heart We have made heedless of Our 
Remembrance, and who follows his own lusts, and whose affair 
(deeds) has been lost. 

29. And say: "The (rulh is from your Lord." Then 
whosoever wills, Let him believe; and whosoever wills, Let him 
disbelieve. Verily, We have prepared for the Zulimun 
(poly i heists and wrong-doers) a Fire whose walls will be 
surrounding them (disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah), And if 
they ask for help {relief, water), they will be granted water like 
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boiling oil, that will scald their faces. Terrible is the drink, and 
an evil Murtafaq (dwelling, resting place.)! 

3d. Verily, as for those who believed and did righteous 
dced^ certainly We shall not make the reward of anyone who 
does his {righteous} deeds in the most perfect manner to be 
lost. 

31* These! For them will be 4 Ada (Eden) Paradise (everlasting 
Gardens), wherein rivers flow underneath them; therein they 
will be adorned with bracelets of gold, and they will wear green 
garments of fine and thick silk. They will recline therein on 
raised thrones. How good is the reward, and what an excellent 
Murtafaq (dwelling, resting place.}! 

32. And put forward to them the example of two men: to one 
of them We had given two gardens of grapes, and We had 
surrounded both with date-pal m&; and had put between them 
green crops (cultivated fields}* 

33. Kaeh of those two gardens brought forth its produce, 
and failed not in the least the re in , and We caused a river to 
gush forth in the midst of them. 

34* And he had property (or fruit) and he said to his 
companion, in the course of mutual talk; "1 am more than you 
in wealth and stronger in respect of men." (Tafstr Al-Qurtuhi ). 

35. And he went into his garden (while in a slate of pride 
and disbelief), unjust to himself, He said; "I think not that this 
will ever perish* 

36* **And I think not the Hour will ever come, and if indeed 1 
am brought hack to my Lord, (on the Day of Resurrection), 1 
surely shall find better than this when I return to Him." 

37* His companion said to him during the talk with htm: 
"Do you disbelieve in Him Who created you out of dust (i.e, 
your father Adam), then out of Nutjdh (mixed semen drops of 
male and female discharge), Ihen fashioned you into a man? 

38* "But as for my part, (I believe) that He is AMh. my 
Lord* and none shall I associate as partner with my Lord* 

39* **lt was better for you to say, when you entered your 
garden: 'That which Allah wills (will come to pass)! There is no

40. "It may he that my Lord will give me something better 
than your garden, and wilt send on it Husbart {torment, boll) 
from the sky, then it will be a barren slippery earth. 

41. "Or the water (hereof (of the gardens) becomes 
deep-sunken (underground) so that you will never he able to 
seek it." 

42. So his fruits were encircled (with ruin). And he remained 
clapping his hands (with sorrow) over what he had spent upon 
it, while it was all destroyed on its trellises, and he could only 
say: "Would that I had ascribed no partners to my Lord!"

78. Has he known the Unseen or has he taken a covenant 
from Ihe Most Gracious (AU&h)? 

79* Nay, We shall record what he says, and We shall 
increase his torment (in the If ell); 

SO* And We shall inherit from him (at his death) all lhal he 
lalks of (i.e. wealth and children which We have beslowed upon 
him in this world), and he shall come to Us alone. 

81. And they have taken (for worship) atihah (gods) besides 
Allah, that they might give them honour, power and glory (and 
also protect them from Allah *s punishment). 

82. Nay, but they (the so-called gods) will deny their worship of 
them, and become opponents to them (on the Day of Resurrection). 

S3. See you not that We have sent Ihe Shayatfn (devils) against 
the disbelievers to push them to do evil. 

84 p So make no haste against them; We only count out to them 
a (limited) number (of the days of the life of this world and delay 
their term so that they may increase in evil and sins).

101. They will abide in that (state in the Fire of Hell) — and 
evil indeed will it he that load for them on the Day of 
Resurrection; 

102. The Day when the Trumpet will he hlown (the second 
blowing): that Hay, We shall gather the Majrimun (criminals, 
pulyth cists, sinners, disbelievers in the Oneness of Allah) blue 
or blind-eyed with thirst.- 21 

103. They will speak in a very low voice to each other 
(saying); "You stayed not longer than ten (days),"

36. And to (the people of) Madyan (Midian). We sent their 
brother Shu'aib. He said: "O my people! Worship Allah 
(Alone) and hope for (the reward of good deeds by worshipping 
Allah Alone, on) the last Bay (i.e. the Day of Resurrection), and 
commit no mischief on the earth as Mufsidun (those who 
commit great crimes, oppressors, tyrants, mischief-makers, 
co r r uptcr s) , 1 Tafstr A t- Tabart\ 

37. And they denied him [Shu'aib]: so the earthquake seized 
them, and they lay (dead), prostrate in their dwellings. 

38. And 'Ad and Thaniud (people)! And indeed (their 
destruction) is clearly apparent to you from their (ruined) 
dwellings. Shaitan (Satan) made their deeds fair-seeming to 
them, and turned them away from the (Right) Path, though 
they were intelligent.

9 + See they not what is before them and what is behind them, 
of the heaven and the earth? If We will, We shall sink the earth 
with them, or cause pieces of the heaven to fall upon them. 
Verily, in this is a sign for every slave who turns to Allah in 
repentance (i.e. the one who believes in the Oneness of Allah 
and performs deeds of His obedience and always begs His 
Pardon). 

10. And indeed We bestowed grace on Dawud (David) from 
Us (saying): "O you mountains! Glorify (Allah) with him! And 
you birds (also)! And We made the iron soft for him." 

1L Saying: tf Make you perfect coals of mail, and balance 
perfectly the rings of chain armour, and work you (men) 
righteousness. Truly, I am All- Seer of what you do + " 

12. Atid to Sulaiman (Solomon) (We subjected) the wind, its 
morning (stride from sunrise till midnoon) was a month's 



(V,j4:5) See the foulnOlc ftf (V.^lj. 
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(journey), and its afternoon (stride from the midday decline of 
the sun to sunset) was a month's (journey i.e. in one day he 
could travel two months 1 journey). And We caused a fount of 
(molten) brass to flow for him, and there were jinn that worked 
in front of him, by the Leave of his Lord. And whosoever of 
them turned aside from Our Command) We shall cause him to 
taste of the torment of the blazing Fire. 

13* They worked for him as he desired* (making) high rooms, 
images* basins as large as reservoirs, and (cooking) cauldrons 
fixed (in their places)* "Work you* G family of Dawud (David), 
with thanks!" But few of My slaves are grateful- 

14. Then when We decreed death for him [SuLainiarc 
(Solomon)], nothing informed them (jinn) of his death except a 
little worm of the earth which kept (slowly) gnawing away at 
his stick. So when he fell down, the jinn saw clearly that if they 
had known the Unseen, they would not have stayed in the 
humiliating torment* 

15. Indeed there was for Saba 1 (Sheba) a sign in their 
dwelling-place — two gardens on the right hand and on Ihe left; 
(and ii was said to them:) "Eat of the provision of your Lord, and 
be grateful to Him." A fair land and an Oft-Forgiving Lord! 

16. Bui they turned away (from Ihe obedience of Allah), so We 
sent against them Sail Ai-'Arun (flood released from the dam), 
and We converted their two gardens into gardens producing 
bitter bad fruit, and tamarisks, and some few lote-trees. 

17. Like this We requited them because they were 
ungrateful disbelievers. And never do We requite in such a way 
except those who are ungrateful (disbelievers). 

18. And We placed, between them and the towns which We 
had blessed, towns easy to be seen, and We made the stages (of 
journey) between them easy (saying): "Travel in them safely 
both by night and day," 

19. But they said: "Our Lord! Make the stages between our 
journey longer/ 7 and they wronged themselves; so We made them 
as talcs (in the land), and We dispersed them all totally* Verily, in 
this are indeed signs for every steadfast, grateful (person), 

20* And indeed Ihlis (Satan) did prove true his thought 
about them; and they followed him, all except a group of true 
believers (in the Oneness of Allah), 
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21. And he {/Mis - Satan) had no authority over them, — 
except that We might test him who believes in. the Hereafter 
from him who is in doubl about it. And your Lord is a Hajiz 
(Walehful) over everything, (All-Knower of everything i.e. He 
keeps record of every person as regards deeds, and then He will 
reward them accordingly). 

22. Say: (() Muhammad &\ to polytheists,, pagans) 
"Call upon those whom you assert (to he associate gods) besides 
Allah, they possess not even an atom's (or a small ant's) weight 
either in the heavens or on the earth, nor have they any share in 
either, nor Ihere is for Him any supporter from among them, 

25. Intercession with Him profits not except for him whom 
He permits. So much so that when fear is banished from their 
{angels 7 ) hearts, they (angels) say; "What is it that your l ord 
has said?** They say: "The truth. And He is the Most High, the 
Most Great." 

24. Say (O Muhammad yk* to polytheism 

pagans) "Who gives you provision from the heavens and the 
earth?" Say: "Allah. And verily, (either) we or you are rightly 
guided or in plain error." 

25* Say {Q Muhammad V*- 1 M Jm* to polytheists, 
pagans) "You will not be asked about our sins, nor shall we be 
asked of what you do." 

26. Say: "Our Lord will assemble us all together (on Ihe Day 
of Resurrection), then He will judge between us with truth. 
And He is the Just Judge, the All-Knower (of the true state of 
affairs) |Tafsir Ibn Kathir| 

27. Say (O Muhammad M <J** to polytheists and 
pagans): "Show me those whom you have joined with Him as 
partners. Nay (there are not at all any partners with Him)! But 
He is A115h (Alone), the All-Mighty, the All-Wise*" 

28* And W r e have not sent you (O Muhammad ^1 a 1 *- 3 
fJ-'j) except as a giver of glad tidings and a warner to all 
mankind, but most of men know not J 1 ' 

29* And they say: "When is this promise (i.e. the Day of 
Resurrection) if you are truthful?" 

30. Say (O Muhammad 'M* £l i^*)- "The appointment

to you is for a Day, which you cannot put hack for an hour (or 
a moment) nor put forward." 

31. And Uiose who disbelieve say: "We believe not in this 
Qur'sin nor in Ihal which was before it." Bui if you could see 
when the Zalimun (polylheisls and wrong-doers) will be made 
to stand before their Lord, how they will casl the (blaming) 
word one lo another! Those who w r ere deemed weak will say 1o 
I hose who were arrogant: "Had it not been for you, we should 
certainly have been believers!" 

32. And those who were arrogant will say to those who were 
deemed weak: "Did we keep you back from guidance after it 
had come to you? Nay, but you were Mujrimun (polytheists, 
sinners, disbelievers, criminals)." 

33. Those who were deemed weak will say to those who were 
arrogant: "Nay, but it was your plotting by night and day: 
when you ordered us to disbelieve in Allah and set up rivals to 
Him!" And each of them (parties) will conceal their own 
regrets (for disobeying Allah during this worldly life), when 
they behold the torment And We shall put iron collars round 
the necks of those who disbelieved, Are they requited aught 
except what they used to do? 

34. And We did not send a warner to a township but those who 
were given the worldly wealth and luxuries among them said: 
"We believe not in the (Message) with which you have been sent" 

35. And they say: "We are more in wealth and in children, 
and we are not going to be punished." 

36. Say (O Muhammad ^Jt M ^J*^): "Verily, my Lord 
enlarges the provision to whom He wills and restricts, hut most 
men know not." 

37. And it is not your wealth, nor your children that bring 
you nearer to Us (i.e. please Allah), hut only he who believes (in 
the Islamic Monotheism), and docs righteous deeds (will please 
Us); as for such, there will he twofold reward for what they did, 
and they will reside in the high dwellings (Paradise) in peace 
and security. 

38. And those who Strive against Our Ayat (proofs, evidences, 
verses, lessons, signs, revelations, etc.), to frustrate them, they will 
be brought to the torment. 

3?. Say: "Truly, my Lord enlarges the provision for whom 
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He wilts of His slaves (also) restricts (it) for him, and 
whatsoever you spend of anything (in Allah's Clause), He will 
replace it. And He is the Best of providers/'' 

40. And (remember) the Day when He will gather them all 
together, then He will say to the angels: "Was it you that these 
people used to worship?" 

41. They (the angels) will say; "Glorified arc You! You arc 
our Pf a/T(Lnrd) instead of them. Nay, hut they used to worship 
the jinn; most of them were believers in them." 

42. So Today (L*. the Day of Resurrection), none of you can 
profit or harm one another. And We shall say to those who did 
wrong |i + e + worshipped others (like the angels, jinn, prophets, 
saints, righteous persons) along with Allah]; "Taste the 
torment of the Fire which you used to deny. 

43. And when Our Clear Verses are recited to them, they 
say: "This (Muhammad AJp M is naught hut a man 
who wishes to hinder you from that which, your fathers used to 
worship." And they say; "This (the Qur'an) is nothing but an 
invented lie." And those who disbelieve say of the truth when it 
has come to them <i*e. Prophet Muhammad fd**j V* 1 ^ 
when Allah sent him as a Messenger with proofs, evidences, 
verses of this Qur'an, lessons, signs, etc.); "This is nothing hut 
evident magic V* 

44. And We had not given them Scriptures which they could 
study, nor sent to them before you (G Muhammad ^ 
pW) any warner (Messenger). 

45. And those before them denied; these have not received 



(V.34;42) Almighty Allah says: 'They (Jews and Christians) look their rabbis and 
die it monks to be their lords (by obeying them in things that they made lawful or 
unlawful according to their own desires without being ordered by Atlah) besides 
AHSh, and (they also took: as- their Lord) Messiah, son of Maryam (Mary), while they 
(Jews and Christians) were commanded [in die Tauiat (Torah) and the injcel 
(Gaspc])] to worship none but one llah (God - Allah), Ld ti&ha Hid Buwa (none has 
thi! right to he worshipped but He). GforiMed is He, (tar above is ((e) from having the 
partners they associate (with Him).*' [The Qur'an. Verse 9:3 1] 
Once, while AUaVs Messenger f^j ^ A\ LI L a was reciting the above Verse, 'Adi bin 
Hatim said* "O Allah's Prophet! They do tiot worship them (rabbis and monks)." 
Allah's Messenger <jk Aft said, "They certainly do. They (i.e. rahbis and 
monks.) made legal things illegal, and illegal things Legal;, and they (i.e. Jews and 
Christians) followed them, and by doing so they really worshipped them," [Narrated 
by Ahmad, At-Thrnidhi; and Ibn Jarir. (Tafsfr AT*Tab&rt Vol.10, Page No. 114)] 
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even a tenth of what VVc had granted to those (of old); yet they 
denied My Messengers. Then how (terrible) was My denial 
(punishment)! 

46* Say (to them O Muhammad f^-j ^ *W y^- 3 ): "I exhort 
you to one (thing) only: that you stand up for Allah's sake in 
pairs and singly, and reflect (within yourselves the life history 
of the Prophet pi-j ^ l/^ 6 ): there is no madness in your 
companion (Muhammad ^ J**). He is only a earner 

to vou in face of a severe torment." 

47. Say (O Muhammad *i1 y^): "Whatever wage I 
might have asked of you is yours. My wage is from Allah only, 
and He is a Witness over all things." 

48. Say (O Muhammad &\ JL*) : "Verily, iny Lord 
sends down (Revelation and makes apparent) Ihe truth (i.e. this 
Revelation that had come to me), the AH-Knower of the Ghaih 
{Unseen). 

4% Say (O Muhammad ^ ^ "Ai-Ffaqq (the 

truth i.e. the Qur'an and Allah's Revelation) has come, and 
Af-Butil [falsehood — I Mis (Satan)] can neither create anything 
nor resurrect (anything)." 

50. Say: "If (even) 1 go astray, 1 shall stray only to my own 
loss. But if ] remain guided, it is because of the Revelation of my 
Lord to me* Truly, He is All-Hearer, Ever Near (to all things)*" 

51* And if you could but see, when they will be terrified with 
no escape (for them), and they will be seized from a near place. 

52* And they will say (in the Hereafter): "We do believe 
(now):" but how could they receive (Faith and the acceptance 
of their repentance by Allah) from a place so far off (i.e. to 
return to the worldly life again)* 

53* Indeed, they did disbelieve (in the Oneness of Allah, 
Islam, the Qur'Sn and Muhammad V* 1 *M i^**) before (in 
this world), and they (used to) conjecture about the Unseen [i.e. 
the Here after, Hell, Paradise, Resurrection and the Promise of 
Allah (by saying) all that is untrue], from a far place* 

54* And a barrier will be set between them and that which 
they desire [i.e. Ai-Tauhah (turning to Allah in repentance) and 
the accepting of Faith], as was done in the past with the people 
of their kind. Verily, they have been in grave doubt. 
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Sural FMr or AI-Mald 'iksk (The Originator 
of Creation, or The Angels) XXXV 




fit the Name of Allah, 
the Most Gracious, the Most Merciful. 

1. AH praise and thanks arc Allah's, the (only) Originator [or 
the (Only) Creator] of the heavens and! the earth, Who made the 
angels messengers with wings, two or three or four, lie increases 
jn creation what lie wills. Verity, Allah is Able tn do all things, 

2. Whatever of mercy (Ke* of good), Allah may grant to 
mankind, none can withhold it; and whatever He may 
withhold, none can grant it thereafter* And He is the 
All-Mighty, the All-Wise. 

3. O mankind! Remember the Grace of Allah upon yon! Is 
there any creator other than Allah who provides for you from 
the sky (rain) and the earth? La ilaha ilia Huwa (none has the 
right to be worshipped but He), How then are you turning 
away (from Him)? 

4. And if they deny you (O Muhammad H M C *M so 
were Messengers denied before you. And lo Allah return alL 
matters (for decision), 

5. O mankind! Verily, the Promise of Allah is (me. So let not 
this present life deceive you. and let no I the chief deceiver 
(Satan) deceive you about Allah. 

6. Surely, Shaitan (Satan) is an enemy to you, so lake (treat) 
him as an enemy. He only invites his Hizb (followers) that they 
may become the dwellers of the blazing Fire. 

7. Those who disbelieve, theirs will he a severe torment; and 
those who believe (in the Oneness of Allah — Islamic 
Monotheism) and do righteous good deeds, theirs Will be 
forgiveness and a great reward (i f c. Paradise). 

8. Is he, then, to whom the evil of his deeds is made 
fair-seeming, so that he considers it as good (equal to one who 
is rightly guided)? Verily, Allah sends astray whom He wills, 
and guides whom lie wills. So destroy not yourself (O 
Muhammad ^1 tr* -3 ) in sorrow for them. Truly, Allah 
is All-Knower of what they do! 

9. And it is Allah Who sends the winds, so that they raise up 
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the clouds, and We drive them to a dead land, and revive 
therewith the earth after its death. As such (will be) the 
Resurrection! 

10* Whosoever desires honour, (power and glory), then to 
Allah belong all honour, power and glory [and one can get 
honour, power and glory only by obeying and worshipping 
Allah (Alone)]. To Him ascend (all) the goodly words, and the 
righteous deeds exalt il (i.e. I he goodly words arc nol accepted 
by Allah unless and until they are followed by good deeds), but 
those who plot evils* theirs will be severe torment. And the 
plotting of such will perish.

And no 
female conceives or gives birth hut with Mis Knowledge* And 
no aged man is granted a length of life nor is a part cut off 
from his life (or another man's Life), hut is in a Book. {Al-Lauk 
At-Mahfur). Surely, that is easy for Allah. 

12, And the two seas (kinds of water) are not alike: this is 
palatable, sweet and pleasant to drink, and that is salt and 
bitter. And from them both you eat fresh fender meat (fish), 
and derive Ihe ornaments thai you wear. And you see the ships 
cleaving (Ihe sea- water as they sail through it), that you may 
seek of His Bounty, and that vou mav give thanks. 

IS. He merges the night into the day (i.e. the decrease in the 
hours of the night is added, to the hours of Ihe day), and He 
merges the day into the night (i.e. the decrease in the hours of 
the day is added to the hours of the night).

18. And no bearer of burdens shall bear another's burden; and 
if one heavily Laden calls another to (bear) his load, nothing of il 
will be lifted even though he be near of kin* You (O Muhammad 

Ajkr m yLei) can warn only those who fear their Lord unseen 
and perform AsSaiat {Iqamat-as-SMf), And he who purifies 
himself (from all kinds of sins), then he purities only tor the 
benefit of his nwnsclf. And to Allah is the (final) Return (of all). 

19. Not alike are the blind (disbelievers in Islamic Monotheism) 
and the seeing (believers in Islamic Monotheism), 

20. Nor are (alike) the darknesses (disbelief) and the light 
(Belief in Islamic Monotheism). 

21. Nor are (alike) the shade and the sun's heat. 

22. Nor are (alike) the living (i,e, the believers) and the dead 
(i.e. the disbelievers). Verily, Allah makes whom He wills to 
hear, hut you cannot make hear those who arc in graves, 

23. You (O Muhammad *1 J^} are only a warner 
(i.e. your duty is to convey Allah's Message to mankind but the 
guidance is Allah's), 

24. Verily* We have sent you with the truth, a bearer of glad 
tidings and a warner. And there never was a nation but a 
warner had passed among them, 

25. And if they deny you, those before them also denied. 
Their Messengers came to them with clear signs, and with the 
Scriptures, and the book giving light, 

26. Then I look hold of those who disbelieved: and how 
terrible was My denial (punishment)! 

27. See you not that Allah sends down water (rain) from the 
sky, and We produce therewith fruits of various colours, and 
among the mountains are streaks white and red, of varying 
colours and (others) very black. 

28. And likewise of men and Ad-Dawakk [moving (living) 
creatures, beasts], and cattle, are of various colours. It is only

32, Then We gave the Book (the Qur ? an) as inheritance to 
such of Our slaves whom We chose (the followers of 
Muhammad M Jl**) r Then of them are some who 
wrong their ownsclvcs, and of them are some who follow a 
middle course, and of them are some who are, by Allah's 
Leave, foremost in good deeds. That {inheritance of the 
Qur'an) — that is indeed the great grace, 

33, 'Adtt (Eden) Paradise (everlasting Gardens) will they 
enter, therein will they be adorned with bracelets of gold and 
pearls, and their garments therein will be of silk. 

34, And they will say: "All praise and thanks are Allah T s 
Who has removed from us (all) grief. Verily, our Lord is indeed 
Oft-Forgiving, Most Ready to appreciate (good deeds and to 
recompense), 

35, Who, out of His Grace, has lodged us in a home that will 
last forever, where toil will touch us not, nor weariness will 
touch us." 

36, But those wiio disbelieve (in the Oneness of Allah — 
Islamic Monotheism), for them will he the Fire of Hell. Neither 
will it have a complete killing effect on them so that they die, 
nor shall its torment be lightened for them. Thus do We requite 
every disbeliever! 

37, Therein they will cry: "Our Lord! Bring us out, we shall do 
righteous good deeds, not (the evil deeds) that we used to do,"

38. VeriH, Allah is All-Knowcr of Ihe Unseen of the heavens 
and the earth. Verily, He is AU-Knower of that is in the breasts. 

39. He it is Who has made you successors generations after 
generations in the earth, so whosoever disbelieves (in Islamic 
Monotheism) on him will be his disbelief. And the disbelief of 
the disbelievers adds nothing but hatred of their Lord* And the 
disbelief of the disbelievers adds nothing but Loss.' 1 ' 

40. Say (O Muhammad & JU): "Tell me (or inform 
me) (what) you think about your (so-called) partner-gods to 
whom you call upon besides Allah? Show me, whal fhey have 
created of the earth. Or have they any share in Ihe heavens? Or 
have We given them a Book, so that they act on clear proof 
therefrom? Nay, Ihe Zalimun (po)ytheists and wrong-doers) 
promise one another nothing but delusions. 11 

41* Verily, Allah grasps the heavens and the earth lest they 
should move away from their places, and if they were to move 
away from their places, there is not one that could grasp them 
after Him. Truly, He is Ever Most Forbearing, Oft-Forgiving' 1 '. 

42* And they swore by Allah their most binding oaths that if 
a warner came to them, they would be more guided than any of 
the nations (before them); yet when a warner (Muhammad 
fLiij dl) came to them, it increased in them nothing but 
flight (from the truth ). 

43* (They took to flight because of their) arrogance in the 
land and their plotting of evil* But the evil plot encompasses 
only him who makes it. Then, can they expect anything (else) 
but the Sunnah (way of dealing) of the peoples of old? So no 
change will you find in Allah's Sunnah (way of dealing), and no 
turning off will you find in Allah's Sunnah (way of dealing). 

44. Have thev not travelled in the land, and seen what was the 
end of those before them — though they were superior to them in

'IsS (Jesus) - son of Maty am (Maryl. 'Uzair (Ezra), Muhammad* saint, idoL the sun, 
the moon ^nd ali olhcririnds of fatse deiiies.)

actions) againsl brawlT an the D^y of Rcsuircction. 

And with the confession of this great sentence {i.e. principle) a person enters in 
the fold of ihc Islamic religion accordingly,, it is essential for him to believe in sill ihe 
Messengers of AllSh and not to differentiate between them. As it is: mentioned in His 
Book, Allah says: 

"Drt then ^htwe who disbelieve think that they can cake My slaves [i.e. the angel.c; 
Allah's Messengers.! "Isft (Jesus), son of Maryam (Mary)! as AuJiytV (lords, gods, 
protectors) besides Me?

POLYTHEISM AND DISBELIEF 
Salvation of all mankind from the greatest sin against Allah 

It is es&cntial to mention here some details, of the greatest sin which will not be 
forgiven by Alllh. This unpardonable sin is Shirk 

Shirk implies bribing partners la AUSh or ascribing -divine siLliibLitcs io others 
besides Allah and believing that the source of power., harm and blessings comes from 
olhcrs besides Allah. 

Almighty Allah says: 

"Verily, Allah forgives not Ihm partners should be set up wiih Him (in worship), 
but He forgives except ihm {anything else) lo whom He wills; and whoever sets up 
partners to AMh {in worship), has. indeed invented a tremendous sin."( v - 4:4 S). 

Almighty Allah Sny*: 

"Then when the Trumpet is: blown, there will be no kinship among Ihcin lhat Day, 
nor wilt thev ask of one another.

"Then, those wt»i$c .scaled (trf guad deeds) are heavy, their! they are the 

'"And those whose stales: (of good deeds) are light, they arc those who lose their 
owiwelves; in Hell will ihev abide/' 

'Tttc Fire will hum their faees, wd therein tbey will grin with displaced lips 
(disfigured)/' 

"Were not My Verses (tins. Qur'JuO recited to you and then you used *o deny 

They will say; 'Our Lordf Our wretchedness overcame us, and we were an erring 
people.

Al-Kaftruv (Lhe 
disbelievers in All3h and in the Onenes s of Allah, poiylhcists, pagans h idolaters) will 
not be successful."" {V s 23:117).

POLYTHEISM AND ITS VARIOUS MANIFESTATIONS 

Definition: Shirk basically is polytheism, i.e., the worship #f inhere along with 
AHSh. Il also implies attributing divine attributes to any ether bridles AHSh. It 
particularly implies associating partners in worship with Allah or believing that the 
source of power, haim t&hl&mmgp is from others besides Alifflh. 

Types: There, art three types: of Shirk, nrnwij'. 

{ I ) Ash-Shirk al-Akh&r,. ? e- rnaj Or Jfiirfc 

(2) Ash-Shirk al-Asghar, ic. minor Shirk 

(3) Ajft-£ft/rJif at-KiitffL i.e. inconspicuous 5ft jrA'. 

Maxiifrstalioiis; (1) A$h~Shirk al-Akhnr (The major SMrfc): The major and 
.serious polytheistic form, has four aspccls; 

(a) Shirk ad-Du '3% i.e. invQeation.This aspect implies invoking, supplicating or 
praying xo other deities besides Allah. 

Almighty AHah says: 

"And when they embark on a ship they invoke AliSh, making their Faith pure for 
Him only, but when He brings tiicm sately to land, behold, they give a share of their 
worship to others." {V. 29:65} 

{b} Shirk an-Niyyah vvni-IrStfah wat-Qastl. Tills aspect implies intentions, 
purpose and deteimination in acts of worship or religious deeds, not for the sake of 
AMh but directed cowards other deities. 

Almighty AH5h says: 

''Whosoever desires the life of the world and its glitter, to them We shall pay in 
full (the Wagas oi") their deeds iherein, and they will have no diminution (herein. They 
are those for whom there is nothing iti the Hereai'ter but Fire; and vain are the deeds 
they did therein. And! of no effect is that which they used to do."{V. 11:15,16) 

{c) Shirk ar-T2Wz. This aspect implies rendering ohedkn.ee to any authority 
against the Order of A113h. Almighty AllSta says: 

"They (Jews- and Christians) temk their Rabbit and their inanks t-o be their lord* 
besides Allah (by obeying [hem in things which they madt lawful «>r unlawful 
according to tbeir o*% desites without being ordered by Allah}, and (they also took as 
their lord) Messiah, son of Mary am (Mary), while they {Jews and Christians} were 
commanded (in the Torah and the Cktspel} to worship none bat One II Ah {God i.e., 
AHSh), itShu Ma Hasva {none ha* the right to be worshipped but He). Glorified is 
He {far above is He) from having the (partners they associate (with Him)." {V.9:S-1). 

Onee, while Allah's Messenger hJL*j ail ^L^was reciting the above Verse, 
'Ad? ihtt ].15tim said, "O AllSh's Prophet! They do not worship them (rahhts and 
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monks) Allah's Messenger sind, 'They Certainly do. They {i.e. Rnfohh and monks) 
made legal things illegal, and illegal things legal,, and tbey (i.e. Jews am] Christians) 
followed [hem; and by doing *0 they really worshipped [he]ji.' '{Narrated by Ahmud, 
At-Tirmidhl tad Ihn Jarir). {Tqfifr At-Taburt. V«U0, P#ge 6*0- 114). 

(d) Shirkrfll-Jlrfahahhffh* This implies showing 1he kivc which is due to AMh 
AJonc to other* than Him, 

Almighty AJl.lh uvys: 

"And of mankind arc some who take (for worship) others besides Allah as rivals 
(lo Allah). They love them as they love A13ah. Bui those who believe,, love Allah more 
(than Anything else), If only iho.se who do wrong could scc h when they will see the 
torment h thfl aU power belongs to Allah .and ibal Allah is Severe m pmmkmmi" (Y r 
2; 1 65) 

(2) Ash-Shirk-el-Asghtir Ar-Riyd' (The minor Sftrrfc.. i.e. acts performed to show 
off), Any act of worship or any religious deed done in order to gain praise, fame or for 
worldly benefit, falls under this category. 

Almighty Allah says: 

"Say (O Muhammad jJL-; ^ *»l LJ i^}: I am only a man like yon, it has been 
revealed lo me that your Hah (God) is One 1Mb (God — i.c Allah}- So whoever hopes 
for the mccitng with his Lord,, let him work righteousness and associate none as a 
partner in the worship of his Lord.' " (V. 13; 1 10) 

(3) Ash'Shirk-at'Khafi (The inconspicuous Shirk). This type implies being 
inwardly dissatisfied with the inevitable condition lhat has been ordained for one by 
Allah; conscientiously lamenting thait had yoy done or not done such and such or had 
you approached such and such you would have had a better status* etc. 

The Noble Prophet Muhammad fX~j itf J^said: 

"Ash-Shirk'til-Khafi in die Muslim nation is more inconspicuous titan the 
creeping of a black ant a on black rock in the pitch-darkness of the night. " And this 
inconspicuous Shirk is expiated by saying thrice the following sentences every day: 
Lt O' Allah! I take Your refuge from rhat I should ascribe anything as partner in Your 
worship, being conscious of that, and I beg Your pardon for that sin which I am not 
aware of/'

(b) Kufr-ahlhtY wat-Takabhur ma'at-Tasdhj. This, implies rejection and 
ajTogan.ee to submit to Allah' s Commandments after conviction of their truth . 

Almighty Allah says: 

J * And {rcineinbcr) when Wc said to the angels: "Prostrate yourselves before 
Adam.' And they prostrated except ABs 4 Jie refused and was proud and was one of the 
disbelievers (disobedient to Allah)." {V. 2:34). 

{c) Kitfr-tfsh-Shtikk wdz-Ztinn. This implies doubting or lacking of conviction 
in the sax article* of Faith. 

Almighty AHSh &ays: 

"And he went into hi* garden while in a stale [of pride and disbelief) unjust to 
himself He said: 4 I thicak not (hat this will ever perish. And I think not (he Horn: will 
ever cojne, aiid if indeed I ana brought back to my Lord (on the Day of Resurrection) I 
.surely .shall find better than this when I return to Him/ His companion said to him 
during the talk with him: 'Do you disbelieve in I lim Who aeatedyou out of dust {i.e. 
your father, Adam), then out of Nut/ah (mixed semen drops of male and female 
discharge), then fashioned you into a man?

(c) Kufr-an'Niffiq. This implies hypocritical disbelief, 

Almighty AilSli says: 

"They have made their oaths a screen (for their hypocrisy). Thus they hinder 
(men) from the Path of AllSli. Verily, evil is what they used lo do. That is because 
they believed, then disbelieved, therefore their lieaits are sealed, so they understand 
not" (V .63:2-3) 

(2) The minor disbelief (Ai-Kufr-&t-Asghar)'. This aspect of disbelief does not 
exclude one from the fotd of Islam. It is a3so termed Kufr^-Ni'mith, This implies 
disbelief manifesting itself' in ungratefulness for Ailadi's Blessings or Favours. 

Almighty A113h says: 

'And AMI* put* forward the example of a township {Makkah), that dwelt secure 
and well-content; its provision coming to it its abundance irons every place, but it (its 
people) detiied the Favours of AMb (wilh ungratefulness}. So AtlSh made it taste 
extreme of hunger (famine) and fear, because of chat (evil. i.e. denying Prophet 
Muhammad ^L-j ^ [ J^>) which they (its people) used to do." {V. 16: 1 12}.

3. If yon irusH him, be proves to be dishonest (if yoy keep something as trust wilh 
him, he wiU, not reliirn it),

quarrels, he behaves in a very imprudenr, evil, insulting manner.

He sent His Messengers and Prophets lo guide 
humanity towards monotheism; to worship Him AEonc, the only One Worthy of 
Worship, And to wain shern of the cSernAJ dire consequence* of polytheism, as.sin^iatisiig 
partners with One AllSh and the worship of creatures.

JESUS AND THE DEVIL IN IHE BIBLE 

In the New Testament of the Bible, in (he fo\wlh chapter of the Gospel according 
to Matthew, the. -rix&h and .seventh verses elearly indicaie Ghat Jesus is. an obedient 
mortal and God is the Master mid! Lord according to his saying m the seventh verse: 

"It is written again, Thou shalt not tcmp( the Lord, thy God.'* 

In this chapter we read that ihe Devil aciually carried the Messiah* and took, him 
(rum plage to pLuzfc, How L-an Lhe Devil ^arry God? Glory be Id Allah; He iy ab^ve 
such blasphemy J 

Then the Devil orders hina to prostrate before Iiim and worship him, even 
tempting him with worldly possessions. How can the Devil even dare such an 
audacity with God? When die Devil wanted Jesus to comply with his orders, he 
(Jesus) replied by saying Ihert ft was written (in (he previous Books): 

'Thou shult worship Ibc Lord, ihy Godh And Him only shah thou wive" 
— Mactbew 4: 10. 

CIHLDREN OF GOD 

Jesus never called himself Son of Gvd as far as I know — but he used co call 
hrmsclf the 'Son of Man 1 (Mark 2:10) although he heard himself being cal3cd by that 
name he did not object — m assumed in the Bible — and did not consider the 1i<le 
exclusively to hilB- 

Aceording to the Biblical term Lrt the Qld and New Testament*, every G^d- .fearing 
righteous person is called "Son of God'. In Matthew 5:9 we read: 

,_ BJess.ed are the peace-makers, for they shall be called the children of God." 

In Matthew 5:45 — 

'"That ye may be children of your Father which is itt heaven..." 
GOD IHE FATIILR 
In Matthew 5:48 — 
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''Be ye therefore perfect, even as your Father which is in heaven is perfect" 
In Matthew (til — 

" otherwise ye hav? no reward of your Father which is m beaven," 
Matthew 7:21 —

PCB- The word "Lord" here was iranslalcd as Jtabh In (he Arabia version of the 
Bible so that pcopk maybe convinced that Jesus is God! But if one studies the rest of 
the verse, one will note that the verse bears testimony to the subservience {to God's. 
Will) of the Messiah (Jesus). Therefore the correct translation should be: 

^N&i every one [hat sayeth Co me, Q my Master, shall eater into the kingdom of 
heaven, hut he that docth Ibe will of ray Father which is in heaven-' 1 

It is obvious from the above readings from the Bible thai the term 'Father' is used 
for God in numerous places in the Bible- It is never used exclusively for Jesus. 

Matthew 11:25 —

always from a submitting, needy and dependent one for the Mercy of Almighty Allah 
as mentioned in the Qur'&n: 

Tl is yen why slmd in need of Allah hut Allah is the "Rich (Free of 
all vtutis and needs), the Worthy of all praise" (V.35:15).

Here it is dearly proved ihat Jesus was scrvanl of Allah* and ihat there is only 
One Master and He is Allah In the Arable version of the Bible this verse has been 
translated so ihat Jesus is meant to be the master whereas the English rendering is 
nearer the original sense.

"And call no man your father upon the earth: for one is your Father which is in 
heaven." 

From this you will note that fatherhood and sonship as meant to be the 
relationship between the Lord and His servants: it is meant in a general sense, and not 
specifically for Icsus. 

Matthew 24 :jG — 

"But of that day and hour knoweth no man, no, wot die angels of heaven, hut my 
Father only." 
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This is a definite proof that the Final Hour is unknown to any but. AIlSli, llius 
Jesus' knowledge is imperfect like all other men: Allah Alone is Afl-Kinwinf, 
Omniscient.

'Eli.EJi, lama 
sabachthani? (My God, My God* why hast Thou forsaken me?')" 

This is. according to their {Christians'} assumption that Jesus cried in a loud voice 
saying the above words wlrile he was being crucified. This is a great insult as such 
words could only come from unbelievers in Allah, Further, it is incredible that such 
words should come out from a Prophet of Allah because Allah never breaks His 
Promise and His Prophets never complained against His Promise.

away from the Kingdom of AllMi he is the enemy of Allfth.

"IRul rtf that tlay And hour knftWelh nft jnan,. pici, not the angeta of the heaven, hut 
my Father only" 

I say; A similar text was quoted from Malt hew which is exactly as proclaimed by 
the Qur'Sn in that none knows when rlie Hour will come except Allah. This 
establishes the fact that Jesus was subservient to Allah and dial he had, no share in 
Divinity: that he. wu an incarnation af God. was. an innovation by the people of 
Canaan. 

In John 20:16 — 

"Tmm said unto hcr r s Maiy L . She turned herself; and saycth unto htm. 'Kabboni\ 
which is to say, Master. Jesus saith unto her, 'Touch me not: For I am not yet 
ascended to my Father: but go to my brethren, and flay unto them, I ascend unto my 
Father and your Father: ami to my God and your Gftd.' Mary MagdaleEie came and 
t<ild the di$eiplc£ that She has Seen lhp Lord,, and tbdl He had Spoken these things UnLn- 

In the above narrative Jesus clearly testified that Allah is his God and their God, 
making no difference between him and them in the worship of the One All&h. 
Whoever believes that Jesus is God has indeed blasphemed against Allah and 
betrayed Jesus and all the Prophets and Messengers of AllSh.

FINAJJTY OF PROOFS ON THE FABRICATION 
OF THE STORY OF THE CROSS 

(1) The Bible testifies to the fact that Jesus was known among ihc Jews; he used 
to preach and deliver sermons in ihc Temple of Solomon in Jerusalem. It was 
therefore, unnecessary to hire a Jew for thirty pieces of silver to* direct them lo him as 
rclalcdin Matthew. 

(2) It is related that one of the twelve disciples named Judas Iscariot was hired to 
direct the Jews to Jesus. They then sentenced him after which Judas was greatly 
ashamed and dissociated himself from iheir act and then committed suicide, .All this 
took place within twenty-four hours. The contradictions arc obvious. 

(3) The clearest proof which alone is sufficient to discredit this story is when the 
Jews passed the senicnec of death against Jesus and intended to get the approval of 
the governor. Pom ins Pilate. 

Matthew 27; 11- 14 — 

'And Jesus stood before the governor: The governor asked him, s.ayitig, "Art thou 
the king of the Jews!' And Jesus said unto hinv. Tliou say est': And when he was. 
accused of (by) the chief priests and ciders he answered nothing. Then said Pilate 
unto him r "Rearest thou not how many things they witness against th&eV And he 
answered him never (to} a word../' 

The Christians will intciprct the above verse to mean that Jesus wanted lo die on 
the Cross for the redemption of mankind and for the forgiveness of their sins. If so, 
then why did he ask to turn away that cup from him (1c. death)? Why did he cry out 
while on the Cross (as they assume): ,: 0 Lord, why hast Thou forsaken nieT Bow 
could he have remained silent when the truth was being challenged? He was known 
for his soul-inspiring sermons challenging the learned Jewish Rabbis. No sane person 
can. beiieve in this. If the story of the Cross is disproved then (he very foundation on 
which Chrisiianity is based, will be demolished. 

Muslims believe that Jesus was not crucified by the Jews as revealed in the Holy 
Quran by Allah in a crystal clear manner: V. 4:157, 1 58. — 

'"And heeause of their saying (in boast): 'We killed Messiah Jesus, son of Maiy, 
the Messenger of AlhUr"; — but they killed him not, nor crucified him. but it appeared 
so (ro thean [the resemblance of Jesus was put over another man (and they killed that 
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man}], and those who diflfcr therein arc full of doubts. They have ho {certain) 
knowledge, they follow nothing but conjecture. For surely, they killed him not (i.e., 
Jesus, son of Mary)- But Allah raised him (Jesus) up (with his body and soul} unto 
Himself (and he rtl-Jl -d^- is in die heavens.).. And Allah is Ever All-Powerful, All- 
Wise." 

The Jews themselves, together with the entire Christian world, believe that he was 
crucified. As proofs against their views and to prove the truth of the Muslim verdict 
through the Bible, 1 prepared the following set of questions based on the Book of 
Matthew in the New Testament of die Bible, (Chapters 26 and 27): 

(1) Did those who captured Jesus (according to their assumption) know hiin in 
person? or did they not know hini? 

Matthew testifies that thev did not know liim.

Matthew says: He was. fearful and prostrated in prayer saying: "O God, if it is 
possible for You to let diis cup pass from me r then let it pass." It is incredible that 
such words could conic liom a believer in God. let alone a Prophet of God, because 
all believers believe that God has power over all things. 

{6} What was the condition of his eleven disciples? 

Matthew says: Sleep overcame them that night together with (heir teaeher 
(according to (heir assumption) out of fear. 

{7} Wm Jesus contented with their condition? 

Matthew says (verse* 40-4fi): He was jicst satisfied, He u$dl1 to tome tfi them to 
wake them up Saying: "Watch arid pray, that ye enter not Into tcEAptali-un; the- Spirit 
indeed is willing hut the flesh is weak." Then he would tortus again tci find them 
asleep and he wuuld again wake thecii up and say she $mw tiling. This weakness could 
not liave beam spokei-a of righteous pupils even if they were pupils M an ordinary 
pious teacher, let alone the disciples of fenu, son of Mary.

Matthew say?: They fw^TOi, him and! fieri, 

(9) Did Jesus have confidence in his disciples that night? 

Matthew says; Jesus informed them ihat they will all forsake him. Then Jesus said 
un*o them: "Verily I say unlo thee that this night before ihe cock crows, *hou shall 
deny me — tiirice." Peter said unto him K "'Although I should die wiih thee* ye! will I 
noi deny Ihcc," Likewise uitsa said alt the diseiptcs. And so il happened- 

(10) How did ihosc ruffians capture him? 
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Matthew says: They came to him with swords and stoves alter they were directed 
to hirn by a Jew, then they captured hini as described hi verse 57: 

"■"And they that had laid hold on Jesus, led hini away to Caiaphas the high priest, 
where die elders were assembled/' 

There they parsed the. sentence of death on him, Hie ruffians then took him away, 
.spat on his fact and struck him with their hands after which they strapped him of hi* 
clothes and clad htm in scarlet robes, then placed a crown of thorn* on his head and 
took him about, teasing and mocking him. They said to him: 'You are the king o£ 
Israel according to your claim.' They severely degraded him. 

{31) Who ft n ally decided to pas* the death sentence against him? 

Matthew says: He wig Pontius Pilate, who was at that time (he governor of 
Palatine. 

(12) When the ruffians brought that man, hefare the governor and informed hilt* 
that the priest of the Jews parted the Seritcncc of death by crucifixion aiCtmling LO 
their Saw (Torah),, did he believe in them without investigation? 

Matthew myv- He did not believe them but asked that man; "Is- it [rue what they 
have £aid? :? He ret named silent. The <|ii£Stion was repeated and he continued Co 
remain silent. He remained tfOecit view <if the truth; it e^-ential for him. eVcn if 
he was not a Prophet to clarify the truth and deny the false accusation of the Jews. The 
governor^ wife went to the governor and she said to him: 'Have thou nothing to do 
with that just matt? for I have suffered many things this day in a dream because of 
him/' 

The Bible states that Jc.siis delivered lengthy .Speeches to the Jews rebuking and 
warning them which amounted to defaming them. Then why was he sdlent that day? 
The governor' g intention for asking htm was to stand for the truth.

Matthew sBys: They crucified him between I wo thieves both of whom sthused! him 
by saying Ui him, £ 1f you are truthful Lhcn $mm yourself/ 3, 

f 14) This was a grcsl calamity, What did he say while on the cross (according to 
their assumption}? 

Matthew says (27:4<>>; 

Jesus cried with a loud voice H saying, "Eli,. Eh, lama sabachthani? (that is to say,) 
my God, my God. why hast Thou forsaken inc.?" 

This is a blatant declaration of disbelief according to all theological authorities. 
Whoever relates it to a Prophet is a disbeliever according to the revealed rctigaons. 

Almighty Allah, iu the Quf In warns, the Jews and the Christians against tlieir 
blasphemy; that Jesus is an incarnation of God ( Allfrh} or the son of God (AMSh) or in 
rejecting him totally; and that they must believe in liim as a Messenger of Alllah only: 

"And there is none of the people of the Scripture. (Jews and Christians) but must 
believe in him (Jesus, son, of Mary, as only a Messenger of AHSh and a human being) 
before his (Jesus ,0^~J l or a Jew's or a Christian's) death (at the time of the 
appearance of die angel of dcadi). And on the Day of Resurrection, he ( Jesus) will be 
a witness against litem/' (V_4:159)_
